While we were on the subject, just thought I'd relay my cleaning 
procedure I used today. 


First, remove the removables and clean separately. 

Next, £111 your lawn chemical sprayer (I have one just for cleaning) with hohot 
water and pump that sucker up as high as possib 

le. Squirt liberally 

(especially the underside wiring, fabric, crannies and nooks, etc.) 

Then, place the dripping BA on the air conditioner compressor fan 

blows the hot air out. This air will be ambient + 20F so in Louisiana 

were are looking at about 110F of high volume air. This is safer than 

an oven I feel since the compressor can't really achieve high air temps. 

Bake for 1 hour, rotating as necessary to move the drips around. 


Then, after dry, wipe with you favorite final pass cleanser or distilled 
water. 


The chemical sprayer doesn't have the power of a hose. But, you can use 
hot water (or Ortho) in it if you please.

For what 0.02 pfennigs worth it may be, here is my recipe for cleaning 
relay contacts. I have used it for almost 15 years to clean the contacts 
on my RMCA ET-8019A keying relays, my QSK antenna changover relays (big 
navy jobbers from GO-9 transmitters with a dozen or so contacts), and 
assorted other relays in high current AC areas. This also works well 

on bug or hand key contacts. 


1. NEVER clean relay contacts with sandpaper or a file, unless 
severely pitted and sticking. ALWAYS use a contact burnishing 
file (if you can find one) or 1000 or smaller grit (superfine) 
auto body finishing paper. NEVER use a coarse file or coarse 
woodworking grades of sandpaper. If severely pitted, remove 
the rims of the pit craters with the burnishing file or 1000 grit 
paper by lightly passing the file or paper between the contacts. 
DO NOT FORCEFULLY FILE, but DO GENTLY rub the contacts. 

NEVER USE A FILE OR woodworking paper on a bug or key contact, 
but DO use the 1000 or smaller grit paper on the contacts IF 
and ONLY IF the contacts are severely pitted. 


2. Procure a well used dime (I use a Canadian George the 5th that 
is so worn, only a hint of the face is seen). Procure a heavy 
sheet of 25 pound or so 100% cotton or linen rag paper and cut into 
Wiping strips of approximately 2 inches in length (5 cm) and 1/4 to 
3/8 inch in width (1 cm). Procure a sheet of 1500 grit (1000 to 
1500 grit is fine, but I prefer the 1500 grit if you can find it 
at auto parts stores) auto body finishing paper and cut into 


Similar strips. Store the cut strips in small vials sized to suit. 


IF THE CONTACTS ARE ONLY LIGHTLY PITTED OR JUST DIRTY: 

Burnish the contacts with a wiping strip. If the wiping strip is 
coming out from the contacts with a dirt trail on it, throw that 
strip away and use a new strip. Repeat as necessary. 

Penetrating oil may be used on the first wiping paper (only a little 
bit of it, not a flood of it) if the contact is dark with grime. 
That will help to remove any deposits. Then use the plain 100% 
cotton or linen paper to finish. 


IF THE CONTACTS ARE HEAVILY PITTED and VERY DIRTY: 

Burnish the contacts lightly with a burnishing strip made from 
the 1000-1500 grit auto body finshing paper. Let the relay or 
key contacts close gently on the paper and draw the paper through 
the contacts to remove the heavy pit deposits and grime. Make 
sure you do both contacts of the pair of contacts. Repeat 

as necessary. Burnish the contacts with the 100% cotton or 

linen rag paper as a second step, to polish the contacts. 


FINAL CONTACT FINISHING: 

Gripping the silver dime in a pair of needle nose pliers, burnish 
the contacts with the silver dime, rubbing back and forth to polish 
the contacts to a high finish. Usually only a few draws of the 
dime are required. 


Note: Once key or bug contacts are done the first time, well, all that 


is required on key or bug contacts is a burnishing with the 100% 
cotton or linen rag paper occasionally. 


Note: Once keying relay or antenna relay contacts are done the first 


time, well, all that is required to keep the contacts up to snuf 
is to burnish with the 100% cotton or linen rag paper and pass 
the dime through the contacts a couple of draws. 


Caveat, but it has worked for me for the past 15 years, without fail.

I know that the real thing is made of Pyrex glass, but (a) this thing obv- 
iously doesn't have to insulate RF, and (b) it shouldn't be subject to THAT 
much thermal stress if you're using a big enough blower.

I posted the following to sci.electronics.repair, but I think you may also be 
interested in it. They have a large number of vintage (boatanchor and earlier) 
manuals/circuits. 


This is NOT a commercial advert - I have no connection with the company 
mentioned except for having ordered from them. 


Anyway. Mauritron Technical Services is a company in England that supplies 
service data, and related stuff to _anybody_ - not just trade. The manuals are 
either the originals, or photocopies of the originals (presumably with 
permision - they've been active for 8 years), and are not 3rd-party (like SAMs 
Photofacts) manuals. 


I sent an order off to them last Tuesday for some manuals. They arrived Friday. 
The photocopies were legible, and complete, apart from some illegibal photos in 
the AR88LF manual (They told me the original was also illegible). The 
schematic, alignment curves, and instructions were fine. 


So, I think their service is excellent. 


Now on to some more details. 


They will supply a 720K floppy disk for \pounds 3.50 (which is copyright, so 
I'll not post it) for an PC-compatible.

Real KNAVY KNOBS are scarce as rocking horse doodoo. 


Over the years I have found a couple, but you have to dig early 
in the morning way down deep under the tables to find them. 
Look in the big ugly boxes of misc. knobs...... 


I am unaware of any commercial source for them, separate from the keys. 


You can make a knavy knob using a poker chip, under the existing knob 
(ugly as sin, but a long amateur tradition). 


You can cast up a knavy knob with a bolt to fit the key and a sand mould 
or plaster mould to fit, using bowling ball finger hole epoxy filler. 

It is just a tad soft, but works pretty well. It is black and somewhat 
resembles true bakelite resin. 


If you have a lathe, you could turn a casting made in a small paper 
cup or plastic vial of the proper size. Don't forget the mounting 
bolt. Don't use a screw as it will turn. The bolt head is big enough 
to anchor securly with the hex sides into the casting. 


I am passing this along to the boatanchors mailing list to see if 
anyone picks up on it.

Jerry, 


The usual reason the R390A isn't thought of as a good SSB receiver is that it 
doesn't have a product detector, and its existing envelope detector is not 
very efficient for receiving SSB. You generally wind up turning on the BFO, 
turning the audio gain to maximum, and adjusting volume with the RF gain 
control. Not the optimum for SSB reception! 


What people do to get around this depends on whether you want internal or 
external conversion. There were, a number of years ago, some articles by 

Capt. Paul Lee detailing converting the BFO to a combo product detector/BFO, 

but it required some chassis changes. Most of us are correctly loath to hack on 
the beast itself. 


There are also any number of external adapters, homebrew and otherwise. The 
military's solution was either the CV-591 or the mammoth (but wonderful) CV-157. 
If I were building an external adapter I would probably use one of the circuits 
that 

use a beam-deflection tube like the 7360 or the easier-to-obtain 6JH8. The old 
ARRL "Single Sideband for the Radio Amateur" books have some good circuits 

in them.

There was a posting on comp.dcom.telecom about D-Day communications and 
the involvement of Press Wireless. I passed a copy of it to F. A. "Bart" 
Bartlett, W6O0WP, and received from him a letter and photograph with his 
views of the situation. I posted that back to comp.dcom.telecom; but 

so far it hasn't appeared - perhaps the moderator has decided not to 

post it - so I'll give below first the original article and then most 

of what Bart had to say about it.

As the 50th anniversary of D-Day nears, here are a couple of sntaches 
of an incomplete story about the parts radio people played in the 
largest invasion so far accomplished by man. There were at least two 
relatively unpublished items of interest to the technically-inclined 
about radio in that era: 


First, there are lots of recordings of bits of Edward R. Murrow from 
London during the blitz, as well as other correspondents like Richard 
C. Hottelet dating back to before D-Day. Bear in mind we are speaking 
here of a time before telephone cables crossed the Atlantic (although 
21 telegraph cables had been laid dating back to 1866, so "cablegrams," 
competing with RCA's "radiograms" were the business communications norm 
of the era for civilians). 


There was telephone connectivity available, dating back to 1927. In 
addition to the one (ever) low-frequency telephone circuit between New 
York and London (50 kHz USB eastbound; 60 kHz USB westbound), HF radio 
links that operated ISB with channel shifters to produce two 3 kHz 
speech channels on each sideband had been put into operation between 
various capital cities. Within the limits of the selective fading and 
noise of HF radio, broadcasters could order, in general, either a 3 
kHz "message grade" channel or a 6 kHz "program channel," by special 
arrangement, occupying the space of two telephone circuits and using 
program-equalized channels linking the HF radio plants and the 


broadcasters. The cost was rather high for those, of course. 


There was strain on the capacity of the total installed plant, however, 
and in fact, a different mode of operation called "EB circuits" for 
"Emergency Bandwidth" was put into place as the U.S. entered the 
European war and Eisenhower's SHAPE settled into the buildup of the 
invasion force in England. "EB" used the channel filtering abilities 
of the Type A "band-splitting" Privacy units developed in the late 
1930's. A Type A Privacy was a beastly affair containing iron/copper 
speech channel filters and modulators that could split a 3 kHz voice 
channel into five sub-bands, and shift each sub-band to a different 
range for transmission, while restoring the proper sequence at the 
receiver. Type A Privacies were beastly things, each one for a 
typical four-channel HF link occupying THREE 30-inch-wide, eleven-foot 
high relay racks. In addition to shifting sub-bands around, the Type 
A Privacy also contained a motor-driven cam switch that could change 
the shifting pattern every few seconds. However, maintaining sync 
between the transmitting and recieving Type A's was so difficult that 
after only a few years, they were generally operated in a fixed 
pattern, perhaps changing the code once a day at most. (By the early 
1960's, they were largely disused, but maintained, as technical 
operators would use them for an adjustable band-stop filter when 
needed to knock out one sub-band to get rid of QRM by plugging out one 
filter.) 


But, at the time of D-Day, the Type A Privacies, with some minor 
modifications, were pressed into service, to split the nominal 3 kHz 
channels into two "Emergency Band" telephone circuits, effectively 
doubling the number of circuits by producing telephone circuits of 
around 1700 Hz bandwidth. Thus, if you hear some WWII actualties from 
HF radio that sound rather muffled and lacking any sibilance or 
fricatives in the speech, it's likely they were on EB circuits. 


That's one aspect, fine for public communications where on the U.S. 

end, it was AT&T connecting into the telephone network, met on the 

U.K. (or in later cases, other country's) government-owned telephone 
"Adminstration," as they are called in ITU lingo. But another, 

far-less published aspect has to do with the actual invasion of Normandy 
and the rush across Europe to end the war in just eleven months -- 

that of the people of a firm called Press Wireless in its support of 
actualities from the moving Allied Expeditionary Force. 


No small part of operating a full-bore war effort and keeping the 
"folks at home" at maximum interest and production was to provide them 
news actualities, in an time after "no radio" (WWI) and the Satellite 
Era (Vietnam). The scheme drawn up was to have mobile HF broadcast 
transmitting facilities landed as soon as possible after a beachhead 
was established, and make origination facilities available to radio 


journalists as close to the front as possible. Fortunately, although 
sunspot counts were nearing their eleven-year cyclic minimum in 1944, 
solar disturbances were also relatively minor, so HF radio across the 
Atlantic was rather reliable. 


To accomplish this, the services of a firm called Press Wireless were 
engaged. Few people know much about "Pree-Wee," jargon that grew out 
of its telegraphic route address of PreWi, but it actually dated back 
to the earliest days of HF radio, PreWi was established in the time 
when RCA, Westinghouse and GE tied up purchase of HF radio gear, by 
setting conditions under which you effectively had to purchase a 
complete transmitter from RCA using the patented high-power vacuum 
tubes of GE or Westinghouse, or nothing. This was tied to a strong 
suggestion that "you might as well rent channels from RCA rather than 
do so." Well, that was fine, except then getting RCA to run channels 
where the press wanted them was not always realistic. 


So, the press associations formed Press Wireless, to purchase 
high-powered tubes from Brown-Boveri in Switzerland, and develop its 
own HF links. And, develop a lot, PreWi did. if you ever get into 
those musty old textbooks and IRE Proceedings of the 1920's and 
1930's, many of the studies of HF propagation can be found to be of 
PreWi origin. Although not well known to the public, PreWi was well 
known in the HF radio community and the press establishment. And, its 
people had built any number of prioneering and/or one-time HF links to 
connect sites around the world; places that the public telephone or 
telegraph establishments weren't prepared to handle. D-Day was an 
event tailor-made for PreWi to make its largest single effort ever, as 
well. 


The PreWi engineers built up 50 kW HF transmitter plants into sets of 
trailers, complete with an AC power trailer and a studio trailer, and 
staffed them with "war correspondents" who were, in fact civilian 
radio broadcast engineers seconded to PreWi for the job. They landed 
right behind the troops on the firing line, and were in operation back 
to the PreWi receivers at Southampton, Long Island by the night of 
June 6, with German bullets still whizzing close by, providing program 
channels back to the States for radio journalists of the several 
networks from a war-torn Normandy. When you hear actualities from HF 
radio during this week that originated in Normandy, they were on those 
PreWi HF links, received at Southampton, then carried into New York on 
phoneco facilities to the several radio networks. (Similarly, PreWi 
trailer-mounted links were operating from Juno and Gold Beaches back 
to England for the BBC to get its feeds, when you hear British 
actualities of the events of D-Day.) 


The entire operation continued, moving with the Allied Expeditionary 
Force, providing Eisenhower his HF radiotelephone links back to the 


telephone networks of England and the U.S. once he moved onto the 
continent, and until the war was over and the regular facilities of 
the government-owned PTTs were rebuilt in each nation. 


You'll likely hear snatches about the heroics of the journalists and 
even the Army Signal Corps, which went about placing AM broadcast 
transmitters (sometimes jammers) in carious cities as the armies moved 
across the Continent, but you're not likely to hear anuything about 
the civilians who supported the Allies in war as PreWi provided the 
news to "back home." I know I wouldn't, if I had never had the 
privilege of working for Gene Rider, who had been Chief Engineer of 
WQAM and later WIOD at Miami, who had himself been one of those 
"Civilian war correspondents" on loan to PreWi at the time. Gene 
never spoke about it, and only tipped his hand to me a while after I 
went to work for ITT, and sent him a postcard from the rather famous 
Westbury Hotel in London. His only real comment, in a reply card was, 
"The Westbury" Oh, yeah, I know that place!" Only then did some of 
his comments made over the years fall into place. 


(epilogue) 


PreWi went on after the war to continue its pioneering work, and was 
purchased by ITT. ITT merged PreWi into ITT's World Communications 
operations, which took over the PreWi transmitters at Brentwood and 
receivers at Southampton. One of its later innovations that never 
flew was a proposal to put HF radiotelephones onto Captain Eddie 
Rickenbacker's Constellations that flew passengers to Latin America. 
Regrettably, Captain Eddie declined, saying there was not sufficient 
payload space on the Connies to accommodate the function. I have a 
copy of Rickenbacker's letter to the president of PreWi declining the 
offer. 


So, I hope that little story gives you some interesting insight into a 
little-published portion of the D-Day Story. 


----- And now for Bart's comments 
July 6, 1994 


".,.It would seem from some of the statements made that there is not much 
documentation of the Press Wireless war zone operations. As a Press 
Wireless employee during this period, i can clarify a few points. 


"Press Wireless had two mobile units in Europe and a unit flown to 
General MacArthur's headquarters in New Guinea for the forthcoming 
Philippines campaign. I was a member of the latter unit. It was 
outfitted the same as the European units with mobile capability but 
the strategy of General MacArthur's advance dictated the unit operate 


as a land-base point-to-point facility. 


"The units were knows as projects PX, PV and PZ respectively. Each 

unit had a 400-watt FSK/CW/AM transmitter which had been designed for 
rugged field service. Keying was via high speed Morse (commonly known 
as Boehme) apparatus and suitable equipment was included for handling 
the voice transmissions of network and broadcast station correspondents. 


"Obviously, the reference to 50KW rigs in trucks is wrong. What may have 
caused confusion was the policy of Press Wireless to dedicate at least 

a 20KW transmitter in New York and the same in Los Angeles to the PX, 

PV and PZ operations for control, outgoing dispatches, and voicecast cues. 


"From all the information I've been able to glean from old Press Wireless 
publications, all these units were basically the same. Personnel 

included a project manager, technical personnel and operators skilled in 

the special technique of handling high speed Morse equipment. The units 

were sometimes called "The Fighting 400," the 400 referring to the transmitter 
around which each unit was organized. 


"The major part of each operation was the handling of message traffic 
generated by war correspondents of news agencies and publications. Use 
of facilities for voicecasts varied, depending on what other circuits 
might have been available. Project Z in the Philippines, for example, 
handled no voice transmissions. A communications ship, the APACHE, 

had voice facilities which during the early phases of the Philippines 
campaign the network and broadcast correspondents used. On the other 
hand, Project PX (the Normandy invasion unit) was credited with over 400 
voicecasts. 


",..Actual handling of voice service was on a "first come, first served" 
basis, the only exception being military needs. In other words, Press 
Wireless was firm in their resolve to grant no special “air time" 
accomodation to any correspondent. An example of this attitude was the 
time one of the networks wanted me to read their broadcasts from 

Manila. They were familiar with my voice on the control circuit and liked 
it better than their man. You can see the obvious conflict of interest 
involved and, of course, Press Wireless was firm in saying "NO." 


"To clarify my position mentioned above, Project PZ covered the Leyte 
phase of the Philippines campaign. Another Press Wireless group, Project 
PY, carried with it a 10KW land-based station which moved up as our 

troops advanced on Manila. (This was not a mobile unit. On arrival at 

the outskirts of Manila the station was installed for fixed point-to-point 
operation. It went on the air Feb. 25, 1945.) The higher power of this 
station allowed it to augment the voice facilities of the APACHE and 
hundreds of voicecasts were handled from the latter part of February, 1945 
to war's end. I had transferred as Associate Engineer to the PY group 


with the closing of the station on Leyte. 


"My association with Press Wireless was from March 1942 through 1968. 

By the time I went to work for them all the hassles over transmitting 
tubes, etc., were over. Our big transmitters used various makes, Eimac 
being common in the less powerful sets and Amperex, RCA and Westinghouse 
in the bigger rigs. 


"Press Wireless was leading the way in FSK technology in 1942. The 
extremely succesful exploits of the "Fighting 400" outfits can be 
attributed in no small measure to the advantage of FSK over straight 

CW. Long distance RTTY was still in its infancy and while proving itself 
on short-haul circuits wasn't doing very well on long-haul routes. 


"Another Press Wireless operation of which little is heard today was 
their manufacturing division. They built high power transmitters for 
the military and their 05-B/FR FSK exciter was the standard for this 
developing communications technology."
